However, the Foreign 
Desk involved has informed O'Conner and the Policy people that they 
X1A have additicnal reason to desire installation in view of "extremely 
25 poor comminications service presently provided in." pavis 
does not know any specific details on the party or parties who have 
started this, to me, stupid and unfounded rumor. Possibly our friend 
(t) Henderson, is solely responsibly. I queried Davis as to whether 
25X1A the Foreign Desk concerned was aware of State's recent and continuing 
requests for expansion of our[> 1] to the extent of over~expansion 
with sub-minima personnel available, and what is even more important, 
_ the service has in actuality been very good to the best of my know- 
_ ledge, despite the handicaps under which the net is operating. Davis 
_ and D/¢ are as burned up as I am at the moment with the above insin= 
uations on the part of the Foreign Desk soncerned. 


. 4. Aa far as the installation of Mackey radio station is 
concerned, I feel thera is no objection. However, the factor of 
"extremely poor communications preseutly afforded" is to be overeruled 
_and tossed out at the meeting this afternoon and, further, as far as 
25X1A _ <L am concerned, if the Foreign Desk fails to realize its error, we 
can damn well renove the radio frou [| as far as State is con« 
cerned, and use it solely for our own supply and logistical traffic. 
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
